THE OYSTER ON ITS TRAVELS- 
Planting Northern Ones in the 


Pacific. 


It was almost i'i tlio very first cftv 


devoted to busmes-a that crossed the 
Pacific Railroad, wherein tho luscious 
oyster of the Atlantic sped onward to 
satisfy the longings of California. That 
train ''passed throii.;U Sacramento, mid 
on oni1 special ear was emblazoned the 
leqend. " The ovstt-r of tho East comes 
tr/'grect HIP month of the Vest." There 
was an election in Sacramento the very 
day, and the exciteni'-r.t over the various 
local candidates pant ok of the particular 
heated character of s. icli California con- 
tests. As the car freighted with the 
bivalves stopped for a moment, it was 
received with chocr-i. The polls were 
neglected, and an eager "vowd rushed to 
the car. Then, and only then, did Sac-1 
rr.rnento fully understand Hint the older | 
civilization of tlie K.ist could exchange i 
commodities with tho "West.

Hocks were in demand at SI each, and 
the election almost went by default of 
voters. From this single car came tho 
oyster business ia Cn'iforuia and efforts 
to introduce oysters in the waters of the 
Golden Gate. 
The originator of this 


enterprise was Mr. A. lioot'j, of Chi- 
cago, who now plants many thousands 
of bushels of Northern oysters yearly in 
the Pacific. Some interesting facts are 
given by Mr. Booth in regard to the 
changes oysters coming from our lati- 
tude undergo in California. Though 
spat is undoubted!1.1 produced, such , 
young oysters do i ot thrive. As yet 
no small oysters, the children of the 
Northern oystnrs, have been found. 
There are some cnri»Us transformations 
of shells known in ovsters on our const 
«_• they are found fiftlier South.

round shape of the shell is elongated 
until off thu coast of Georgia and Florida

San Frai cisco ]J:iy fro put out in four j 
to five feet of water, and mature and 
fatten rapidly in fiom six to twelve 
months. 
In New York Bay this takes 


from two to four yf ars. Every year Mr. 
Booth takes across the Continent some 
400 car-loads of snnll oysters, to be 
brought up in the Pacific. 
AVhen such 


transplanted oysters have their growth 
they are worth bomo 82 to !*2.50 per 
hundred. The native oyster coming from 
Oregon is small in si/e aud has tho cop- 
pery flavor of the European bivalve. 
They are not much in demand, selling 
at §2 the sack of a 'mshel and a half. 
There are some peculiarities as to the 
character or origin of the oyster to be 
transplanted. It would be supposed 
that oysters coming from the Chesa- 
peake or from Norfolk would be better 
adapted to the wanner waters of the 
Pacific. But this is not the case. Such 
oysters when carried there, Mr. Booth 
affirms from his own experience, will not 
live. His oyKters always come from Egg 
Harbor, Karitan Bay, Newark and Long 
Island Sound. More Southern seed in- 
'•ariably dies. There i< a limit to the 
growth of any kind of Kastern oyster in 
the Pacific waters. After a certain period, 
p. year and a half fit tlie utmost, for some 
reason as yet not well understood—per- 
haps the meat becoming too large for 
the shell planted—the oyster dies. A 
great deal of precaution is necessary in 
guarding these planted oysters. A fence 
of pickets six inches apart is placed 
around the California!! Oyster Park. 
The enemies of the oyster are the 
stingarees aud utar-fish. At low tide the 
oyster shepherd goes in and kills such i 
marauding wolves as may be devour-1 
ing his flock. There is a small clam, n ' 
native of the Califori ia coast, which is 
quite edib.'e. Further north, on Pngct's 
Sound, the;' have a clam twelve inches 
long, eagerly devoured by the Indians, 
but which no Boston inan has yet hank- 
ered after.

We need, 
however, to plan everv corr.est with the 
utmost care, and to go before the country 
with a good cause and our beat men. 
Democratic dissensions in this State are 
calculated to disgust the public, and be- 
fore the year is over this feeling is 
pretty certain to be increased. 
The 


prospects before us are encouraging, and 
if we can only get the party thoroughly 
tmited, we undertake to say that we 
shall have the people with tts next year, 
and elect our candidate for President. 
The financial policy of the present Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is doing us a 
great deal of good in a quiet way.
